group will be going to Pagalu and may use the callsign 3COCW. Operation 
will take place Aug. 6 thru the 16th. CW and SSB will be used, but no 
frequenies have been mentioned. CW QSLs go to EA3CW and SSB QSLs go to 
EA3CUU. 


FP, ST.PIERRE & MIQUELON. FP5DX has been active on 14216 kHz around 
0300z. He is slated to return to France soon for a new assignment. He 
will try for duty in one of the "FR" islands. 


JY, JORDAN. Ray, JY9SR, continues to be active for about one week. He 
was heard all this week on 18073 kHz around 1900z and then again around 
0200z. QSL via Box 354 Amman, Jordan. No IRCs Please. 


SO, POLAND. Rich, K1CC, sent the following message to OPDX: "I will be 
active from Poland as SO3CC from July 3 until July 17, including 
single-op CW in the IARU HF Championship. If conditions are good (and 
they have been in the last 3 years!), this is an excellent contest with 
lots of DX activity. For that low-band multiplier, check 3510 at 0200z 
and 1830 at 0215z. I'll also be active as SO2CC, SO5CC and SO9CC before 
and after the contest. QSL via my home call. CU all on 6 bands! -- Rich 
K1CcC " 


SU, EGYPT. SU1HV was active this weekend on 21019 kHz around 0130z to 
0230z. QSL via ISOLYN. 


SV5, DODECANESE. As of Saturday, July 6th, Mike, SVOHV/9, has not 
started operating from SV5. It looks like he will try for July 10th or 
11th. He was last heard from Crete on 21328 kHz around 0100z. QSL to 
KA5EJX. 


QSL CARDS IN THE MAIL. As reported two weeks ago by VK4MZ, the first 
batch of HKOTU QSL cards were sent out. Now as of this past week 

some of the cards have been received stateside. Other cards that have 
been received this week: FR5AT/T (29 days), UZ2FWA (5 weeks), FT4WC

QSLS FOR ZS9Z/1. Jim, WA6AUE, wants it known he is not the QSL Manager 
for ZS9Z/1.

On CW, look for them 1 KHz 
up from the bottom of the band edge. QSLs will be handled by Salvatore, 
IT9AZS. They will also be asking for extra IRCs, because the plane for 
the DXpedition will cost 16,000 U.S. dollars. 


YS, EL SALVADOR. Tom, K8LA, will be active on all bands and operate 
both CW and SSB. He will be operating as YS1/K8LA until July 14. QSL 
to his home address. 


ZA, ALBANIA. There has not been any more info to report about the 
possible operation by I3BZK and I3GJZ to ZA-land. Operation is supposed 
to start July 11.

80 meters - CX4SS ON 3507 kHz at 0117z, HFOPOL on 3505 kHz 
at 0200z, OA4AMM on 3508 kHz at 0127z, TU2MA on 3510 kHz at 
0200z. Also lots of loud PYs, LUs, etc. in the same time 
period.
